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FOREWORD 


Each year the enthusiasm in daylilies increases. 
New colors and forms and the ease of culture, 
have made them the favorite of many gardeners. 
Last year we had heavy rains in June and early 
July and the flowers were larger than I have 
ever seen them. They thrive on heat and water. 
When the weather is cooler, you can see how 
the flowers are smaller and poorer in color 

Give them plenty of room, at least 2 feet and 
do not judge a variety until it has established 
itself, which takes a couple of years. We ship 
only freshly dug plants, no cold storage ones 
sold at bargain prices. The fact that many per- 
sons reorder each year shows their confidence 
in our plants. 


KEY TO SYMBOLS: E—early; EM—early 
midseason; M— midseason ; LM—-late midseason; 
IL—late. EXT means extended bloomers, lasting 
until 10:30 p. m. RE means reblooming in fall. 
Varieties showing green foliage in winter are 
marked EV. Numbers following! the name as 
“EVADNE (51) 48” indicates year of introduc- 
tion in parenthesis and the height of the plant in 
flower, in inches. 

Our blooming season begins in mid-May. Mid- 
season varieties have larger flowers and _ their 
-season is from the middle of June until the 
second week in August. Late ones bloom from 
August until early October. The time of bloom 
given is for this locality. | 


CULTURE: The plants bloom best in a sunny 
location, but will take shade for half a day. 
They need moisture before and during the 
blooming period to produce larger and finer 
blooms. Allow two feet between plants in nor- 
mal growth. Reset and divide in early spring or 
after their blooming period in August until 
late September. In planting, place the crown a 
little below the surface, and spread out the 
roots. Old or dried manure and compost with 
some bonemeal added to induce a good root 
growth and large flowers. Avoid chemical fer- 
tilizers or those high in nitrogen, as the color of 
the flowers are then often not normal. 


FRAGRANCE: All evening bloomers and the 
lighter yellows (OO-5) are fragrant. Also nearly 
all in the yellow and orange shades. Pink, red 
and bicolor varieties do not seem to have it, or 
only in a limited amount. 
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COLOR LISTING: Varieties are placed in color 
groups. Few people have color charts, and do 
not know the depth of the color from descrip- 
tions. Yellow comes in many shades, some 
greenish as barium and citron yellow, or lemon 
in color. Then there are the pure yellows and 
some are gold or orange in coloring. As the old 
Betscher hybrids are well known, and have wide 
range in the yellow and orange shades, they 
were used as a basis for depth of color and 
begin with ‘‘!’’. Flowers lighter in colors are 
marked ‘O’, or ‘OO’ for a paler shade. Other 
varieties having the same color number may be 
entirely different in form, size of flower, or 
height. The numbers are used only to help you 
select different shades in the yellow color range. 
Pink, red shades and color patterns are marked 
L, M or D before the name, indicating whether 
they are LIGHT, MEDIUM OR DARK in gen- 
eral coloring. Advise if this method is helpful 
to you. 


TRANSPORTATION: STRONG, SINGLE DI- 
VISIONS are sent postpaid. Local orders can be 
dug anytime, if the weather allows, but those 
for shipping are sent in early spring until mid- 
May, and after the blooming season unti] Oct- 
ober. Those listed for fall delivery are sent after 
the middle of August. No orders are accepted 
under $2.00. For orders under $3.00 add 25c 
for postage and packing. Add 20c extra for 
special handling. Ohio purchasers please add 
sales tax. 


SEEDLINGS: Each year new varieties are de- 
veloped, showing improvements in form and 
color. Of these, only a few are set aside for 
further testing. Do you want a thrill? Then 
try some, all will bloom this year. You will re- 
ceive colors that are not possible in named 
varieties at the same price. Only sent after 
blooming} season.

The second one gives the gen- 
eral color most people would see in the flower. All pale 
yellows introduced are distinct in form and growth, and 
most in demand.
